REGISTRATION

REDUCED RAILWAY FARES 

Railroad identification certificates, 
entitling members of the Conference 
to purchase round-trip tickets to Kan- 
sas City at the rate of one and a third 
fare, will be sent to all Conference 
members entitled to them by April 
lst. Full instructions as to selling 
and return dates and stop-over privi- 
leges are issued with each certificate.

“Each organization to circularize 
its members when _ identification 
certificates are issued, calling spe- 
cific attention to the fact that the 
identification certificates may only 
be used by bona fide members of 
the organization and dependent 
members of his or her family, and 
that if the certificates are not to 
be used by such person or persons 
they should be returned to the Sec- 
retary for cancellation.

tariff to use them, and any requests 
that certificates be furnished to any 
others than members of your organ- 
ization, or dependent members of 
their families, should be declined. 
This applies to applications which

chase of tickets is delayed, you may 
be disappointed. On the other hand, 
if the hotels are to make adequate 
provision, we must have some knowl- 
edge in advance as to how many per- 
sons will attend a given luncheon or 
dinner.

CONFERENCE MEMBERSHIP 


All persons interested in problems 
of human welfare are cordially wel- 
comed into the membership of the 
Conference.
